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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS

On  the  basis  of  present  indica- 
tions the  official  estimate  involves  en  upward  revision  in  the  crop  of 
New  South  Wales  and  reductions  in  the  estimates  for  South  Australia  and 
Western  Australia.

Since  the  production  estimates  were  made,  severe  stem-rust  attacks 
in  central  and  northern  New  South  Wales  have  been  reported.     The  extent 
of  the  damage  cannot  yet  be  fully  determined  but  reports  indicate  that  it 
has  been  considerable  in  some  districts.

Production  of  malting  "barley  has  increased  about  80  percent  since 
1932,  as  a  result  of  the  great  expansion  of  "brewing  in  the  country.  The 
production  of  beer  has  more  than  doubled  since  1935.     Approximately  75 
percent  of  the  beer  now  produced  is  the  output  of  three  large  "brewing 
concerns  and  their  subsidiaries  with  "breweries  located  at  Monterey, 
Nuevo  Leon,   Orizaba,  Veracruz,  and  Mexico  City.    Mai ting- barley  produc- 
tion is  largely  concentrated  in  Mexicali,  which  produces  over  half  of  the 
country' s  crop,  and  in  Nuevo  Leon  ^hich,  with  Mexicali,  a.ccounts  for 
ahout  70  percent  of  the  total  for  this  type.     At  the  present  time  Me::-:ico 
produces  about  two- thirds  of  its  "brewing  requirements  of  malt  and  imports 
a  "bout  one-third  of  its  needs. 

The  Territory  of  Lower  California,  where  the  production  of  malting 
barlej'-  is  largely  concentrated,  is  a  free  zone  insofar  as  the  Mexican 
customs  service  is  concerned,  making  imports  of  malting  "barley  from  the 
United  States  duty  free.     Exports  of  malt  from  that  Territory  to  the 
United  Sta,tes  are  also  exempt  from  the  Mexican  Government  export  duty 
and  the  12-percent  aforo  tax  effective  in  other  districts  of  Mexico. 
The  malt  is,  however,   subject  to  the  United  States  import  duty  of  40  cents 
per  100  pounds. 

It  is  reported  that  one  of  the  Republic's  largest  malting  plants, 
located  in  Mexico  City,   is  doubling  its  present  a.nnual  capacity  of  10,000 
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metric  tons,  or  the  equivalent  of- about  600, 000  •'bushels  -of  ba,rley.  The 
expanded  production,  which  is  expected  to  be  achieved  in  1943',  would 
greatly  curtail  malt  imports,  which,  during  the  past  5  years  have,  averaged 
around  4,900  tons  or  the  equivalent  of  about  290,000  bushels  of  grain.

PAIL  MOVEMENT  OP  FOREIGN  GRAIN 
THROUGH  UNITED  STATES  RESTRICTED  .   .  . 

According  to  an  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  a.t 
Washington,  D#  C. ,  dated  January  12,  1943,  all  railroads  are  direct-id 
not  to  accept  or  move  grain  in  carloads,  originating  in  a.  foreign  country 
and  moving  through  the  United  States,  all-rail,  to  points  in  another 
foreign  country. 

The  order  becomes  effective  immediately  and  rill  continue  in 
force  until  further  order  of  the  Commission.   .  Shortage  of  railroad  equip- 
ment and  congestion  of  traffic  are  given  as  the  factors  necessitating  the 
move. 

To  meet  specific  needs  or  exceptional  circumstances,  the  provisions 
of  the     order  are  subject  to  any  special  or  general-'permit  issued  by  the 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Service  of  the  Commission. 
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CUBAN  RICE  IMPORTS  AT 
LOW  LEVEL  IN  1942  ,  .  . 

Rice  imports  into  Cuba  during  1942  were  the  smallest  since  1933, 
amounting  to  361  million  pounds,  according  to  unofficial  returns  reported 
by  the  American  Embassy  in  Habana.     The  reduced  imports  for  the  past  year 
were  primarily  the  result  of  decreased  arrivals  during  the  months  of  July 
through  November.     Stock?  of  rice  in  Cuba,  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  re- 
ported belo-'  normal,  the  supply  being  estimated  to  be  about  sufficient 
for  2-3/4  months,  as  compared  with  an  average  supply  at  this  date  for 
about  4  to  5  months. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  imports  from  the  United  States 
during  1942  dropped  to  81  percent  of  the  total  as  compared  with  93 
percent  in  1941.     It  is  significant  that  Latin  American  countries  during 
the  past  year  supplied  Cuba  with  19  percent  of  the  total  imports  as  com- 
pared with  3  percent  in  1941  and  none  in  1940. 

Cuba  has  been  an  active  buyer  of  United  States  rice  during  the 
past  4  months,  purcha.se s  having  amounted  to  165  million  pounds  between 
September  and  the  end  of  December.    During  the  same  period,  an  additional 
20  million  pounds  was  purchased  from  Latin  American  countries,  of  which 
14  million  was  of  Ecuadoran  rice. 

The  Cuban  rice  stock  position  improved  during  December  as  arrivals 
for  the  month  amounted  to  52  million  pounds  -  the  heaviest  since  last 
April.

The  1941-42  cotton  crop  in  Australia,  picked  during  March-July,, 
was  estimated  at  12,600  Dales  (of  478  pound's:)  from  53,000  acres  compared 
with  11,600  bales  from  57,500  acres  -in  1940-41.     Severe  drought  at  plant- 
ing time  -(September -I)  ecemoer  1941)  prevented  cotton  producers  from  reach- 
ing the  Government's  goal  of  100,000  acres,  although  the  seeds  distributed 
were  sufficient  to  plant  73,000  acres,  and  the  average  yield  was  somewhat' 
higher  than  normal  in  Australia.     A  goal  of  100,000  acres  was  planned  for 
the  1942-43  crop,  and  financial  assistance  was  made  available  to  growers 
by  the  Government.     Insufficient  rain  in  September  and  October  and  a  short- 
age of  farm  labor,  however,  have  already  limited  the  prospective  cotton 
area  to  about  70,000  acres,  from  which  20,000  bales  may  be  obtained  under 
favorable  ^rowin^;  conditions.

The  commercial  production  of  cotton  in  Australia  is  confined  to 
the  State  of  Queensland,  mostly  in  the  Fitzroy,  Callide,  Dawson,  and 
LocKyer  Valleys,   extending  south  and  southeastward  from  the  central  part 
of  the  State.     Soil  conditions  in  Queensland  are  generally  favorable  for 
cotton  growing,  and  insect  plagues  are  not  excessive,  but  lack  of  suf- 
ficient rainfall  is  a  chronic  difficulty.     Only  1,200  acres  of  cotton 
land  were  irrigated  in  1939-40  and  2,000  acres  in  1940-41.     In  1942,  how- 
ever,  the  Cuc-ensland  Government  provided  loans  without  interest  to  cotton 
growers  for  installation  of  pumps  or  other  small  irrigation  equipment 
(145  prior  to  July  1,  1942).     The  areas  irrigated  since  1940-41  were  not 
reported,  but  yields  have  averaged  1,000  to  1,200  pounds  of  seed  cotton 
per  acre,  reaching  as  high  as  2,500  pounds  in  some  instances,  compared 
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with  300  to  500  pounds  from  dry- land  farming.     In  addition  to  the  areas 
now  irrigated  "by  new  installations,  about  6,500  acres  of  irrigated  land 
in  northern  Queensland,  formerly  used  mostly  for-  cultivation  of  sugar- 
cane, were  planted  to  cotton  in  1942.     Since  there  are  only  ahout  3,200 
farmers  (1942-43)  engaged  in  cotton  growing,  it  is  not  difficult  to 
extend  the  necessary  aid  to  each  individual, 

A  shift  from  cultivation  of  long  staple  to  higher  yielding  short 
staple  varieties  (largely  7/8  to  1  inch),  was  "begun  in  1933  and  completed 
in  1938.    The  principal  varieties  grown  in  1941-42  were  Miller,  Lone  Star, 
Ferguson,  Cliett,  Boykin,  Half  and  Half,  Indio  Acala,  Mebane,  Oklahoma 
Triumph,  Lawton  Acala,  Okra  Acala.,  and  Farm  Relief.    All  ginning  and  mar- 
keting of  cotton  is  done  by  the  Queensland  Cotton  Board.     In  September 
1941,  the  Commonwealth  Government  enacted  legislation  (see  Foreign  Crops 
and  Markets,  January  12,  1942)  that  guaranteed,  through  "bounty  payments 
for  the  duration  of  the  war  and  1  yea,r  thereafter,  a  net  price  to  cotton 
growers  of  15  pence  per  pound,  or  20.09  cents  at  the  current  free-market 
rate  of  exchange.    Prices  paid  "by  the  rills  in  Sydney,  Melbourne,  and 
Adelaide  averaged  11.8  pence  (15.81  cents)  in  1942  as  against  10.6  pence 
(14.20  cents)  in  1941.    Prior  to  1935,  low  grade  domestic  cotton  was  not 
salable  in  Australia,  and  was  exported,  mostly  to  New  Zealand.'   Nearly  all 
of  it  is  now  being  absorbed  by  Australian  mills. 

Increased  wartime  requirements  for  cotton  goods  have  stimulated 
a  rapid  expansion  of  the  local  mill  industry,  involving  erection  of  new 
mills  as  well  as  installation  of  additional  machinery  in  established 
mills  and  extension  of  operating  time.    Mill  consumption  has  increased 
from  around  6,000  "biles  in  1929-30  (July-June)  to  67,000  in  1941-42,  and 
is  expected  to  reach  about  73,000  in  1942-43,  despite  labor  difficulties. 
Since  local  yarn  production  does  not  meet  all'  weaving-mill  requirements, 
approximately  5  million  pounds  of  yarn  were  imported  annually,  mostly 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  since  1937-38.     Imports  of  cotton  piecegoods  in 
those  years  averaged  85  million  to  95  million  square  yards  (trade  data 
incomplete) ,  most  of  which  were  obtained  from  the  United  Kingdom.

FREE  CHINA  GOVERNMENT  ACTS 

TO  STABILIZE  COTTON  PRICES  .  ..  . 

The  Ministry  of  Economic  Affairs  at  Chungking  recently  announced 
its  plan  to  purchase  about  84,000  bales  of  cotton  in  two  unoccupied 
Provinces  (Shensi  and  Honan)  in  North  China.    This  cotton  will  be  manu- 
factured by  cotton  mills  operating  on  a  contract  basis,  and  the  finished 
goods  are  to  be  sold  by  the  Government  to  consumers  at  less  than  current 
market  prices.    This  is  part  of  a  Government  project  to  provide  adequate 
supplies  of  necessities  to  Government  employees  and  needy  civilians*  The 
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program  is  designed  to  curb  rapidly  rising  prices  for  cotton  goods  and 
other  necessities.    Previous  report  placed  the  Free  China. .cot  ton  crop 
in  1941  at  around  1 , 200  ,'000  bales,     Cotton  mills  in  Free  China  are 
believed  to  be  operating  approximately  260,000  spindles i 


HAITIAN  .GOVLBIIGITT  BSGtMTE'S  :} 
CUTTIHG-  A2TD  GEADIITG-  OF  SISAL  .   .  . 

.  A  decree  issued  by  the  G-ovemment ■  of  Haiti  on  October  24,  1942, 
established  limitations  on  'the  cutting  of  sisal  and  henequen  leaves  and 
set  standards  of  equality  for  all  such  fiber  that :;is- handled,  either  for 
trade  within  the  country  or  for  export.    Many  small  producers,  in  an  ef- 
fort to  take  advantage  of  the  increased  fiber  prices,  had  been  cutting 
all  leaves  of  the  plants.     In  this  way,  fibers  of  uneven  and  inferior 
quality  had  been  -placed  on  the  market,  and  the 'practice  was  fast  reduc- 
ing the  productive  life  of  the  plants.     The  quality  of  the  fiber 'produced 
on  the,  largest  plantations';  however,  has  "been •  maintained  quite  consistently 
at  levels. about  equal  to  those  specified  in  the  decree.    More  than  90  per- 
cent of  Haitian  sisal  exports  are  shipped  to  the  United  States,  where 
wartime  demand  exceeds  available  suo  jlies. 


Production  in  Haiti  has  been  increasing  quite  rapidly  for  several 
yea.rs.    Exports  amounted  to  11,424  long  tons  in  1941-42  compared  with 
10,627  tons  in  1940-41  and  an  average  of  6,781  during  the  preceding  5 
years.    Although  sisal  plants  require  3  to  4  years  to  r-ach  maturity,  & 
program' of  increased  plantings,  inaugurated  several  yea.rs  ago  ,  may  re- 
sult in  a  much  larger  production  in  1942-43  than  in  previous  years.  Since 
sisal  has  priority  in  shipping  space,  exports  to  the  United  Sta.tes  can  be 
expected  to  increase  with  the  increased  production.

URUGUAYAN  DROUGHT  CAUSES  HEAVY  • 
CATTLE  MARKETINGS  .  .  . 

Uruguay  is  reported  as  suffering  from  the  worst  drought  in  years. 
Lack  of  grass  and  water  has  already  resulted  in  heavy  cattle  mortality 
in  some  areas.    Marketings  of  cattle  recently  reached  unprecedented 
levels,  and  freezing  company  facilities  are  taxed  to  capacity.    A  scar- 
city of  fat  cattle  for  market  was  reported  at  the  end  of  the  winter 
(September)  due  to  dry  conditions  that  prevailed  throughout  the  country. 
Spring  rains  were  scattered  and  insufficient  to  "bring  relief,  and  cattle 
have  evidently  been  marketed  regardless  of  condition. 

As  the  season  in '  the  Southern  Hemisphere  is  the  reverse  of  ours, 
the  heaviest  slaughter  in  packing  plants'  in  Uruguay  occurs  in  their  spring 
and  summer  months  "  ("Nov  era  o'er  or  December  to  about  June),  the  period  vary- 
ing slightly  from  year  to  year  in  accordance  with  the  season.  Normally 
the  meat  is  shipped -overseas  immediately  to  supply  the  heavy  winter, 
demand  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere.     Current  slaughter  and  marketing  fig- 
ures are  not  available.     The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  by  Montevideo 
freezing  companies  for  the  first  11  months  of  1942  totaled  1,015,000  head, 
which  was  the  largest  number  in  years,  and  exceeded  the  relatively  heavy 
slaughter  of  the  corresponding  period  of  1941  by  5  peTcent..

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EVIDENCES  OF  TENDENCY  TO 
INCREASE  HOGS  IN  DENMARK  .  .  . 

A  survey  of  periodical    estimates  of  hog  numbers  in  Denmark  indicates 
that  the  increase  in  numbers  in  the  fall  of  1942  was  more  than  seasonal. 
In  November  1942,  numbers  reached  1,569,000  which  was  only  13  percent  below 
a  year  earlier,  whereas  in  mid-summer  of  the  same  year  numbers  were  almost 
one-third . smaller  than  at  the  corresponding  period  of  1941. 

The  relatively  good  feed-grain  harvest  enabled  hog  fattening  to  be 
undertaken  on  a  somewhat  larger  scale  in  the  fall  of  1942  than  a  year 
earlier.    Between  July  and. November  1942  the  number  of  hogs  increased 
500,000  head  against  only  155,000  in  the  same .period  of  1941. 

In  August  it  wa^     reported  that  weekly  slaughter  had- fallen  to 
10,000  against  15,000  formerly.    Beginning  in  October  the  minimum., 
slaughter  weight  was  raised  to  176  instead  of  132  pounds. 

Notwithstanding  the  tendency  to  increase  numbers,  there  ware  only- 
. half  as 'many  hogs  on  hand  in  Denmark  last  November  as  in  the  same  month 
of  1939,    When  the  war  began,  numbers  were  on  the  increase ' and  continued 
to  increase'  through  June  1940.     In  the  fall  of  1940  a  sharp  falling  off 
in  numbers  became  apparent  as  a  result  of  the  interruption'  of  feed  im- 
ports, and  the  December  estimate  for  that  year  showed  a  decrease  of  30 
percent  below  the  preceding  year. 

,'Pork  production  in  the  first  9  months  of  1942  amounted  to  only 
146  million  pounds,  a  reduction  of '43  percent  compared  with  the  comparable 
period,  of  1941,    Beef  production  for  the  same  period  was  only  1  percent 
below  a  year  earlier.,  totaling  243'  million  pounds. 

The  Danish  Ministry  of  Agriculture  recently  decided  to  centralize 
the  buying  of  slaughter  animals  and  established  a  committee  for  the  pur- 
pose <?f  controlling: distribution  to  butchers  and  slaughterhouses.  Maxi- 
mum prices  were  to  be  established,  which  were  not  expected  to  affect 
current  prices  of  meat  to.  consumers.

Notwithstanding  the  good  sea.son  in  most  pig  raising  districts  of 
Australia,  it  will  be  difficult  to  reach  the  proposed  record  production 
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after  last  season's  heavy  decrease,  which  was  "brought  ah  out  by  the  break 
in  hog  prices  caused  "by  constantly  changing  export  requirements ...  (See 
foreign.  Crops  and  Markets,  October  26,  1942,  for  details.) 

Since  early  1942,  hog  raisers  have  been  encouraged  to  increase 
production  as  quickly  as  possible.     Such  factors  as  the  decline  on  breed- 
ing sows  and  shortage  of  labor  add  to  the  difficulties  of  a  quick  recov- 
ery.    Feed  is  plentiful,  however.,  and  the  price  relationship  favorable  to 
hog  raising.     The  Government  realizes  the  need  of  a  guaranteed  price  to 
hog  producers  who  have  suffered  from  the  fact  that  good  prices  have  been 
received  in  a  few  months  of  the  year.,  then  have  collapsed,  leaving  many 
producers  With  hogs  purchased  at  high  prices  for  feeding  with  no  chance 
of  marketing  at  a  profit.  .  ■

GERMAN  GOVERNMENMENT  ENCOURAGES

In  connection  with  the  current  -hog-feeding  contracts,  the  German 
.Government  has  released  a  specified  quantity  of  barley  and  of  protein 
.concentrate  per  hog.     The  quantity  of  barley  released  so  far  is  110  pounds 
per  hog,    A  further  220  pounds  of  barley  will  be  obtainable  per  hog. 

For  sows  farrowing  after  February,  551  pounds  of  barley  will  be 
obtainable.,  and  for.  each  hog  tq-  be  fattened,  -331  pounds  of  barley  plus 
44  pounds  of  protein  :concentrate.    Each  hog  must  "be  fed  to  a  minimum  live 
weight  of  198  pounds  for  marketing. 


ITALY  REQUIRES*  INCREASED.  CATTLE-            •       ■  ' '  • 
DELIVERIES,  FEWER  HOGS  .  .  »  :  

Compulsory  deliveries  of  cattle  to  the  Italian  Government  were 
fixed  by  the  authorities  beginning  with  November  at  35  percent  instead  of 
30  percent  of  slaughter  stock.    Required  deliveries  of  fattened  nogs  in 
1942-43  are  under  1941«42 . quotas ,  due  to  shortage  of  fodder. 

Beginning  in  October  the  compulsory  delivery  of  a  certain  quota 
of  sheep  and  goats  was  introduced  and  fixed  at  65  percent  of  young  animals 
and  10  percent  of  those  over  1  year. 

Voluntary  deliveries  of  .cattle  have  been  above  the  fixed  quota',  as 
farmers  desired  to  market  inferior  cattle  so  as  to  be  able  to  carry  the 
remainder  during  the  winter.    The  fodder  situation  improved  in  the  early 
fall  but  became  worse  again  as  the  result  of  a  cold  wave  in  November,  which 
resulted  in  an  immediate  increase  in^cattle  offerings*    Offerings  of  horses 
have. "been  relatively  large,  although  high  prices -restricted  turn-over.
